Starting at the w estern end 
of Wellsville and joining with the 
Yellow Creek section, the new 
highway will follow along Buck­ 
eye Ave. At the upper end of 
the city, it will keep to the hill­ 
side, going behind the O h i o 
Power Co. substation on Lisbon 
St. 
A modified cloverleaf i n t e r ­ 


change is planned for the Route 
45 intersection, with a ram p go­ 
ing over the floodwall Some of 
the homes in the Highland Ave. 
area will be elim inated by one 
loop of the interchange, it was 
pointed out. T here will be two 
directed ram ps for access. 
A sim ilar interchange is plan­ 
ned for the Route 39 intersec­ 
tion.

south to get on the highway and 
traffic headed north on the high­ 
way to get off onto the present 
Route 7. 


Nelson said prelim inary plans 
are com plete, but no detailed 
plans 
have 
been 
draw n.

Columbus were the consultants 
and have com pleted all reports 
on the project. Line draw ings 
have been approved by the Ohio 
Highway D epartm ent at Colum­ 
bus and the B ureau of Public 
Roads. 
A copy of the consultants’ re­ 
port was sent to city officials in 
August. Nelson said. 
The city’s share of the $64 
million is figured at 5 per cent, 
although no negotiations h a v e 


been launched on this phase. 
Nelson com m ented. The c i t y 
also is responsible for u t i I i t y 
changes. 
The highway departm ent has 
figured right-of-way costs at $2.- 
720.000 for the 2 9 - m ile - long 
p roject. 
Nelson said the departm ent is 
attem pting to m ake a r r a n g e - 
m ents for a public hearing rn 
m id-Novem ber. 
Three different routes h a d 
been prepared by the consult­ 
ants. Nelson said. 
One was that which has been 
approved, another called for a

This route would have moved 


along Buckeye Ave. and then 
followed a spur line to the Penn­ 
sylvania Railroad to the upper 
end of town It would have cut 
across 3rd St., near Broadway 
and continued straight through. 
Nelson explained this plan was 
not desirable because it would 
have taken out a great amount 
of property and would h a v e 
been more costly.

for the Aswan Dam. as related in a new 
book about Mr. Humphrey's experiences 
in government, the late John Foster Dulles 
had an apology coming 


The question is not whether the United 


States was or was not justified in pulling 
out of the Aswan arrangement and trig­ 
gering the Suez crisis, as well as throw­ 
ing Egypt into Russia's financial em­ 
brace 
The question is whether the American 


people were justified in believing the As­ 
wan decision was made by Mr 
Dulles, 


who subsequently was accused of having 
handled the matter so brusquely he pushed 
the world to the brink of war. 
Egypt's President Nasser would have 


seized the Suez Canal anyway, but with­ 
drawal of the U S offer to help build the 
Aswan Dam provided him with the ex­ 
cuse that he needed canal tolls to defray 
the cost of the Aswan project 
It may have been presumptuous to be­ 
lieve Mr Dulles could have made so mo­ 


mentous a decision on his own initiative, 
though he had been credited with com­ 
plete foreign policy authority inside the 
Eisenhower administration. Nevertheless, 
the Aswan decision was attributed to 
him—personally. No other member of the 
Eisenhower administration was mentioned. 
Rut another member of the administra­ 
tion had personal power of comparable 
weight. Mr. Humphrey had personal pow­ 
er over President Eisenhower himself. It 
is plausible that his decision on the Aswan 
Dam affair was binding and that 
Mr. 
Dulles had little to say about it, though it 
fell to him to announce it.

Yet, they are never ques­ 
tioned by the same Nervous Nellies who 
outlawed fireworks in the hands of novices 
and are trying to curb the use of cigar­ 
ettes. 
Scarcely a fraction of the attention is 


given to water hazards that is given to 
traffic hazards To hear the Nellie* talk 
about traffic, you would think a ride in a 
car was a trip to the morgue 


The truth is that highwavs are rela 


tively safe The reason so manv people 
get killed in traffic is because evervbodv 
is exposed to highway risks 


Relatively few people go swimming 


Relatively few go boating, despite the pop­ 
ularity of the sport 


But drownings are out of all proportion 


to the number of participants in water 
sports-about one fifth as many drown­ 
ings as traffic fatalities 


This is a fantastically high proportion 


when all of us use autos hours on end 
per day. and people who go swimming 
and boating are in danger of drowning 
only during brief interludes in summer 
months.

Rut political parties in the 
United States have no such sys­ 
tem of discipline Chairman Ful­ 
bright will continue to hold his 
post as a spokesman of the 
Democratic party in the Senate 
on the subject of foreign rela­ 
tions.

Fulbright 
insists 
he 
wasn't exactly blaming the Pres­ 
ident for what he regards as a 
blundering policy in interven­ 
ing with military force in the 
Dominican Republic. 
The senator attributes this in­ 
stead to "faulty advice-’ given 
Mr Johnson by advisers at the 
time of the crisis. The senator 
doesn't say to what extent Sec­ 
retary of State Rusk was at 
fault and whether he should 
be removed, but the impression 
conveyed is that the President 
of the United States is either 
a gullible person or not as per­ 
ceptive as Sen 
Fulbright him­ 
self would have been if he had 
happened to be president or sec­ 
retary of state 


SKN. FULBRIGHT is consid­ 
ered one of the modern "intel­ 
lectuals.'’ but his speech is a 
little difficult for a "non-intel­ 
lectual” to understand He says 
for instance 
"The question of the degree 
(rf Communist influence (in the 
Dominican Republic) is, there­ 
fore, crucial, but it cannot be 
answered with certainty. The 
weight of the evidence is that 
Communists did not participate 
in planning the revolution—in­ 
deed there is some indication 
that it took them by surprise - 
but that they very rapidly be­ 
gan to try to take advantage of 
if and to seize control of it 
"The evidence does not estab­ 


lish that the Communists at any 
time actually had control of the 
revolution. There is little doubt 
that they had influence within 
the revolutionary movement but 
the d e g r e e of 
that 
influ­ 
ence remains a matter of specu­ 
lation. . . . 
"The point I am making is 
not—most 
emphatically 
no! - 
that there was no Communist 
participation in the Dominican 
crisis, but simply that the ad­ 
ministration acted on the prem­ 
ise that the revolution was con­ 
trolled by Communists—a prem­ 
ise which it failed to establish 
at the time and has not estab­ 
lished since. . . . 
"Intervention 
on 
the 
basis 
of Communist participation as 
distinguished from control of the 
Dominican 
revolution 
was 
a 
mistake of panic and timidity 
which also reflects a grievous 
misreading of the temper of con­ 
temporary Latin American poli­ 
tics.” 


CHAIRMAN FULBRIGHT evi­ 
dently does not believe in fire 
hoses or fire apparatus being 
used when there s a smoldering 
fire hut only when it has burst 
into flame an d 
a 
property 
has 
already 
been 
virtually 
destroyed. 
He seems to have forgotten 
that 
the American policy in 
1949, which assumed that a co­ 
alition in China with the Com­ 
munists would be a recognition 
of a "social revolution,” wound 
up with the loss of the main­ 
land to the Communist Chi­ 
nese 
Similar vacillation 
and 
hesitancy on the part of the 
United States lost Cuba to ('as­ 
tro and the Communists. 
Sen 
Fulbright concedes that 
a Communist-dominated govern­ 
ment might have emerged in 
the Dominican Republic. He ra­ 
tionalizes, however, that "this 
might conceivably have 
hap­ 
pened but the evidence bv no 
means supports the conclusion 
that it would have happened” 
He declares that "we based 
our policy on a possibility rath 
er than on anything approach­ 
ing a likelihood” 
So the Arkansas senator feds 
thai the judgment of President 
Johnson.
